UNIFORM CHARTER ORDINANCE 
ADOPTED LAST NIGHT. 


A Copy of the Ordinance With the 
Section of the Law to Which I1 
Refers to Be Published In All the 
City Papers—Final Action to Be 
Be Taken September 9. 


It was for the special purpose of 
passing the ordinance allowing the 
city to adopt portions of the uniform 
charter that the common council met 
in adjourned session last night and 
but little other business was tran­ 
sacted. 
Alderman Burnham, who in­ 
troduced 
the ordinance, also intro­ 
duced an order providing for*its publi­ 
cation, according to law and suggested 
that it be printed in all the daily 
papers together with the sections of 
the law referred to and notice that 
final action would be taken on Sep­ 
tember 9, in order that the people 
might better understand it. The docu­ 
ment waB as follows: 
"An ordinance to adopt certain 
parts of Chapter 326 of the laws of 
1889, entitled, ‘an act dividing cities 
into classes, and providing for their 
incorporation 
and government,’ as 
amended by the laws of 1893 aud 1895, 
in addition to certain provisions of 
the special charter of 
the city of 
Janesville, and in lieu 
of 
certain 
other provisions of said special char­ 
ter, and to declare the city of Janes­ 
ville to be a city cf the third class.” 
Section I of the ordinance declares 
the city of Janesville to be a city of 
the third class. 
Section 2 provides for a comptroller 
and a b^ard of public works. 
T he Treasury C lause. 
Section 4 provides that if the treas­ 
urer or any person or persons connect­ 
ed with him in the collecting, safe 
keeping and disbursing of said city or 
v ard funds, or either of them shall 
convert to his or their own use, in any 
way whatever, or shall be used by 
way of investment in any kind of 
property o* merchandise, or shall loan 
with or without interest any portion 
of the city or ward funds entrusted to 
him or them 
for safe keeping, dis­ 
bursement, payment, transfer or for 
any other purpose, every such act 
shall be deemed and adjudged to be an 
embezzlement 
of 
so 
much 
of 
said 
moneys 
as 
shall 
be 
taken, 
converted, 
used 
or 
loaned, vc hi *h is hereby declared an 
embezzlement within the meaning of 
Section 4428 of Chapter 182 of the re­ 
vised statutes of 1878; 
and every 
office or agent of said city and all 
persons advising or participating in 
such act, or being a party thereto, 
shall, upon conviction before a court 
of complete jurisdiction in this stats, 
09 punished as provided in Section 
4418 of Chapter 182 of the 
revised 
statutes of 1878. 
Sec. 5 provides for the building and 
maintaining of sewers. 


O ther Sections Favored. 
Mayor Baizes, in calling the council 
to order, said that he hoped that the 
aldermen would all study the uniform 
charter carefully, as he thought there 
were other chapters that should be 
adopted in addition to those under 
consideration. 
Alderman Winslow, of the Third
